exodus of 
political 
chiefs, 
go-be­ 
tweens and others who feel that the 
scene of peace negotiations is about 
to be shifted to the capital city. 
Peace agreements, official conces­ 
sions and the machinery of the pro­ 
visional government have been tem­ 
porarily swept aside by the antici­ 
pation that Senor Madero will quiet­ 
ly arrange with the federal gov rn- 
ment a lasting peace and political 
emancipation. 
For Provisional Governor*. 
Judge Carbajal will leave li re to- 
mprrow. Already the Provisional gov­ 
ernors who expect to be retained in 
that capacity through the official re­ 
organization of elections of the legis­ 
latures of the five states—Chihuahua, 
Sonora, Zacateca.s, Coahuila and Sin­ 
aloa—are preparing to leave tomor­ 
row for the state capitals, there to 
await instructions from .the City of 
Mexico as to the time for their as­ 
sumption of Gubernatorial togas.

night. 
.'J They delved for reasons, but stopped 
short, unanimously declaring that the 
government had quietly surrendered 
with the hope of making Mexico a 
model country. Not a few of the lead­ 
ers, after the first wave bf joy had 
subsided, began to wonder about the 
exact procedure which is ti effect 
peace. 
Wants Some Understanding. 
Dr. Vasquez Gomez admitted there 
was much thinking to be done before 
a modus operandi could be decided 
upon. He declared peace of course, 
is practically in effect now but he 
thought some kind of an 
unofficial 
understanding by telegraph or other­ 
wise should be established with the 
Mexican government, before the de­ 
parture of the rebel leaders. He real­ 
ize* that such things as a cabinet 
reorganization, the placing of gover­ 
nors in power and other details con­ 
cerning the reconstruction Of the fed­ 
eral government can not be written 
into any agreement. Senor de la Bar­ 
ra can not officially promise to name 
any one to hi3 cabinet.

IL C. V. ORGANIZATION 


IS IN GOOD SWIPE 


That the United Confederate vet­ 
erans is a healthy and prosp- rou-> 
organization in spite of the years of 
its members and the constant de­ 
piction of the ranks by death is 
ah~wn by the annual report of Adju­ 
tant-General 
William EL Mickle* of 
ftp# Orleans to General George W. 
Gordon, commander-in-chief. 
The total number of camps shows 
a slight decrease, as was to be ex­ 
pected, the total on the roster num­ 
bering 1,183 against 1.196 last year. 
Twenty-five new camps were char­ 
tered during the past year and forty- 
seven were dropped for non-payment 
of dues. 
General Mickle states that a num­ 
ber of camps have died simply from 
lack (of material to keep them alive, 
showing that the veterans are rapid­ 
ly passing away. A number in a dor­ 
mant state have been revived. 
Georgia Leads. 
One cause* for the excellent show­ 
ing is eaid to be that the officers 
seem more interested in the work. 
The activities in this line is said to 
be true of all sections of the country, 
but Georgia holds the record. Under 
the leadership of the commander of 
that division, General John H. Martin 
more new camps have b e n organiz­ 
ed and 
more 
“slumbering 
camps” 
have been revived than elsewhere. 
Oklahoma has held her own with 
sixty camps the same as the last re­ 
port, Three have been drop*ped but 
three others have been added

The counts rush to the aid of cor­ 
onations and save them from alleg­ 
ed taking of their projierty without 
process of law. where there is abund­ 
ant room for argum ent whether any­ 
thing iii the nature of confiscation 
exists. This is, technically at least, 
a proper procedure in protection of 
the rights of property. Btu what is

that shield such corporations a g a in : 
punishment or any accountability for 
placing their hands in the pockets 
of private citizens and taking there­ 
from money for services never per­ 
formed, and concerning which there 
ca nbe no passible dispute, a 4 now 
b ing done in Oklahoma.

Guthrie, Ok.. May J9.—The "grand- 
tatthvr clause” enters 
largely 
into 
the deci* Ion, handed down yesterday 
"by Judge Mtfltf5n Brown in the su­ 
perior court here in. deciding the 
election contest case of S. J. Favors, 
republican, who seeks to oust James 
D. Murphy, democrat, from the office 
of county commissioner from the sec­ 
ond district of Logan county. Brown 
hold*? bhat Favors is entitled to the* 
office and that Murphy has no legal 
title to possession. 
Judge Brown, who was elected by 
the Logan county bar to hear this 
case, holds th. 
election on Nov. S. 
last, legal in all townships and p re ­ 
cinct? of the Second Commissioner 
district excepting in Antelope town­ 
ship; which gave to Favors a major­ 
ity of sixty-three ov r Murphy. Be­ 
cause t.'ue negro voters of that dis­ 
trict were required only to read a 
section of the constitution and nmt 
both r ad and write such section, in 
accordance with the state supreme 
court and criminal court of appeals 
interpretations of the 
'grandfather 
caluse” Judge Brown holds there was 
no election in that township. He fur­ 
ther h'rids the returns from Spring­ 
vale township w re forged, sowing 
172 votes voted, whereas in fact on­ 
ly seven-tv-three votes were cast. 
In his decision Judge Brown cites 
the fact that during the progress of 
the trial on the election contest, un­ 
known persons set fire to the -sacks 
of ballots in the vault of the county 
clerk’s office destroying the Spring­ 
vale township 
ballots 
during 
the 
night of May 8, last. 
Attorneys for Murphy have filed a 
motion for a rehearing, and if this Is 
not granted they will appeal to the 
-tate supreme court.
